The increase, according to 
County Clerk Jim W Farren- 
burg, is a matter of economics 
The county has operated on the 
$1.01 total levy for 14 years, but 
has reached the point where it 
must get more money or make a 
cutback on improvements and 
services. 
A 10-cent increase from 25 


cents to 35 cents has been made 
in the special road and bridge 
fund, while the tax rate for the 
Johnson weed control fund was 
lowered from three cents to one 
cent 
Expenditures of the road and 
bridge fund for the past few 
years have exceeded the income 
derived from the 25- cent levy, 
however, the county has been 
able to absorb the overrun by 
use of revenue sharing funds 
and CART funds 
Due to inflationary prices, 
costs have doubled and in some 
cases have tripled for road 
equipment, 
fuel, gravel and 


other necessary items, making 
it impossible to operate on a 25- 
cent, levy, Farrenburg said. In

NOBODY VOTED FOR 
PLOTKIN 


KANSAS C IT Y - Everybody 
thinks that the Democratic and 
Republican conventions and the 
November election decide who 
is going to run the country. 
I hate to be the one to throw 
cold water on this idea, but 
neither the President of the 
United States nor Congress can 
really do much to change 
anything. 
The guy who runs this country 
is Plotkin. He is neither elected 
by the American people nor does 
he have to answer to them. 
Plotkin, and the thousands 
like him, are civil servants 
averaging somewhere around 
$20,000 a year. They are stashed 
away in large brick and glass 
buildings all over Washington, 
Maryland and Virginia, and no 
matter what Congress or the 
President decide, they are the 
people in charge. 
Let us say that the President 
wants a pothole reform bill. He 
sends it up to Congress where, 
after two years, it is passed. The 
President signs it and everyone 
in the United States believes it is 
tne law of the land. 
Except Plotkin. 
Plotkin gets the bill and 
examines it. The wording, after 
the lobbyists get through with it, 
is, of course, vague. What kind 
of potholes does the law cover? 
How much money should be 
spent to fill each pothole? Should 
the work be contracted to 
private industry or to the Army 
Corps of Engineers? Was it 
Congress’ intent to deal with all 
potholes or just those on federal 
property? And, finally, what 
constitutes a pothole in the first 
place? 
Plotkin, who has been a civil 
servant for twenty years, knows 
if he takes any action on his own, 
he could be criticized and he 
could Mot his copy book. 
So he calls a meeting of all his 
department heads and asks 
them to write him memoranda 
on the best way to administer 
the pothole bill. He tells them it 
is a matter of urgency and he 
wants to hear from everybody in 
six months. 
Six months later the people 
under 
Plotkir. 
all 
submit 
memoranda. A majority of them 
suggest that a study be made of 
potholes by a commission made 


up of engineering experts trom 
companies, 
universities 
and 
government that will report 
back to the bureau in a year. 
Plotkin likes the idea and 
approves it. But to play it safe he 
also hires his own experts to 
check out the report of the 
commission. This means larger 
office space and Plotkin decides 
to move the bureau to a new 
building. The move requires 
tremendous logistics, but also 
causes 
fierce 
competition 
among all of Plotkin’s subor­ 
dinates as to where their offices 
will be located, as well as car- 
petring, 
furniture 
and 
the 
location of the water cooler. 
There is so much controversy 
over the new quarters that 
Plotkin hasn’t had too much 
time to 
worry about the 
potholes. 
Finally the move is made, new 
people are hired and everyone 
settles down to the task of ad­ 
ministering the pothole bill. The 
outside commission has sub­ 
mitted its report which is cir­ 
culated throughout the bureau 
for comments. 
The 
comments 
are 
all 
negative and it is decided to 
scrap the commission’s report. 
The fear Of most of the people in 
Plotkin’s office is that, if they 
accept the recommendations of 
the commission, they would 
have to put them into action. If 
they turn them down, they’ll 
have to come up with their own 
which would mean expanding 
the bureau, thus guaranteeing 
everyone a promotion to the 
next civil service grade.

But 
one day the President is driving 
on U.S. Highway 95 and he hits a 
pothole. His head bumps the 
ceiling of the limousine and an 
AP photographer gets a picture 
of it. This makes the President 
very mad and he says to his 
aide, “Whatever happened to 
the pothole bill I signed? ’ ’ 
That night Plotkin gets a call 
from the White House and the 
aide says, “The President wants 
a progress report on what you’re 
doing about the potholes in this 
country.” 
“We’re working on a report 
right now,” Plotkin assures him. 
“But just because the President 
signs a Mil doesn’t mean he can

There were signs recently that 
South Africa’s white minority 
government may be in more 
trouble than anyone thought. 
And there were hints that the 
government itself has begun to 
realize it. 
The first sign was a new 
outbreak of rioting that added 
more victims to the death toll in 
widespread disorders. The 
disturbances began when some 
black schools were reopened for 
the first time since the June 
uprising. 
The 
predictable 
government 
response 
would 
have been to close all the schools 
again. 
But the government 
listened to black educators—as 
it 
had done belatedly in 
rescinding 
the 
language 
requirements that provoked the 


earlier riots—and the schools 
were kept open. 
Of course the South African 
regime suffered no direct 
damage 
from 
the Olympic 
boycott by two dozen other 
African nations. But by with­ 
drawing from the Montreal 
games because New Zealand 
was aloowed to participate after 
sending a rugby team to South 
Africa, the boycotting countries 
revealed the depth of their 
antipathy 
toward 
South 
Africaand their willingness to 
dramatize it. 
Finally, a recent slide in the 
price of gold has worsened South 
Africa’s 
already 
serious 
balance-of-payments 
deficit. 
The Soviet Union and the 
* International Monetary Fund 
have their own reasons for 
selling gold, but as one mining 
expert told a New York Times 
reporter, “If you take gold out of 
South Africa, you’ve got one of 
the worst economies in the 
world.” 
In short, others are learning 
that the South African minotity 
regime may be more vulnerable 
than it looks. Now they must 
hope that South Africa’s rulers 
will choose racial justice while 
the choice is still theirs to make.

THE DEMAND for flags that 
have flown over the U.S. Capitol 
is heavy all yeararoundSchools, 
communities and various other 
organizations send in requests 
that run to about 200 a day.

these flags by having a special 
crew clamber up to the roof of 
the Capitol and spend an hour or 
so each day quickly running 
banners up and down a special 
flag staff for that purpose. 
But the requests for flags 
flown over the Capitol on the 
Fourth of July already total 
about 6,000. That’s going to 
create a real problem for the 
flag raising-and-lowering crew. 
If it can handle 200 a day or­ 
dinarily in an hour or so, 6,000 
flags will require 30 hours to 
handle—or sue more hours than 
there are in the Fourth of July.

some 
increased 
efficiency is required. 


We have watched those flag 
crews at their chore. They run 
each flag up and then down, then 
send it to the crew that folds and 
packs them for shipment. 
What they need to do July 4th 
is to add another set of clips to 
the halyard that flies these 
flags, Then when one flag is 
being raised, the second flag can 
be attached at the bottom of the 
halyard. When the first flag is 
lowered, 
the 
second 
flag 
automatically will be raised. 
That ought to make it possible to 
fly almost twice as many flags 
each hour as is done now. 
We don’t have a patent on this 
idea. We offer it free of charge 
as a small contribution to the 
success of the nation’s Bicen­ 
tennial.

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Somoza s Like His Father 
by Jack Anderson 
with Les Whitten 


WASHINGTON - A year ago. 
we named Anastasio Somoza, 
the barrel-bellied dictator of 
Nicaragua, the world’s greediest 
ruler. 
The sad truth is that the 
United States government has 
provided the ladder for his as­ 
cent to this dubious pinnacle. 
Somoza runs Nicaragua as if it 
were his private estate. Through 
his family and flunkies, he owns 
or controls virtually every prof­ 
itable industry, institution and 
service in the country. He also 
owns most of the land they sit on. 
His enormous wealth has been 
squeezed out of his impoverished 
subjects, whose average pay is 
30 cents an hour. They lie in 
shacks and teeming slums and 
eke out a living as best they can 
while the Big Banana stashes his 
millions in foreign banks. 
The dictator m aintains his 
power by fostering the myth that 
he has the full support of the big 
boys in Washington. He leads his 
people to believe that any at­ 
tempt to dislodge him would 
bring back the U.S. Marines, 
who have already occupied the 
country' twice in this century. 
Not only do American officials 
let him get away with this but 
they h ave subsidized the 
Somazas’ regime for 40 years 
with a steady flow of foreign aid. 
In the past 30 years the Ameri­ 
can taxpayers have donated 


over a quarter of a billion dollars 
to the tiny Central American re­ 
public. 
The money was pumped into 
Nicaragua even though the U.S. 
authorities knew all along they 
were dealing with devils. From 
the moment the Somozas 
assumed power in Nicaragua, 
intelligence agencies and the 
State Department have kept 
detailed records of the family's 
rampant corruption. 
Classified documents, which 
have long been gathering dust in 
government vaults, outline how 
the current dictator’s father 
sutffed his personal coffers at the 
expense of his countrymen. The 
picture they paint reveals that 
the man who occupies the throne 
today, A nastasio Somoza 
Debayle, is a carbon copy of his 
father, Anastasio Somoza Gar­ 
cia. 
Here are some highlights: 
-- In a “Strictly Confidential" 
cable dated April 11, 1939, the 
U.S. ambassador to Nicaragua. 
Meredith Nicholson, reported 
complaints of a "continuing 
campaign of violence by the (Na­ 
tional Guard) in the suppression 
of persons critical of the Presi­ 
dent.” His informants, wrote 
Nicholson, “placed the figure of 
political deaths at the unbelieva­ 
ble total of a thousand a month." 
If his sources were to be 
believed, said Nicholson. ”tlie 


country as a whole is one great 
political prison.” 
-- According to his informants, 
said Nicholson, “the President 
makes free use of the Guardia 
and of government property in 
carrying on his extensive cattle 
and dairy enterprises” He had 
one report, the ambassador 
wrote, that Somoza was “smug­ 
gling cattle across the Costa 
Rican border." 
-- “I have heard a story," con­ 
tinued Nicholson, “that (Somoza) 
receives a ‘cut’ from certain of 
the gold mine concessionaires 
independently of the amounts 
paid into the treasury, and this is 
remitted through Costa Rica for 
deposit in a Canadian bank.” 
-- The people of Nicaragua, 
Nicholson warned, were display­ 
ing “a spirit of resignation .... 
Persons suspected of entertain­ 
ing ideas hostile to the Somoza 
regime are watched and the es­ 
pionage is so strict that it is 
difficult for the dissenting groups 
to hold meetings, even in their 
homes." 
-- In a memorandum dated 
December 19, 1939, Nicholson 
suggested that “President 
Somoza may be going a bit too 
far. It is apparently his ambition 
to receive a personal profit from 
every commercial activity in the 
country." 
- Another “Strictly Confiden­ 
tial” cable, dated the same 
month, carried a report com­ 
piled by the U.S. Charge 
d’Affaires LaVeme Baldwin that 
listed “the numerous sins of this 
government." Among other 
things, Baldwin charged Somoza 
was ripping off road-building 
funds, running an illegal 
sweepstakes operation, main­ 
taining a protection racket 
among miners, and taking 
kickbacks on cattle exports. The 
Nicaraguan government, Bald­ 
win wrote, is “ridden from top to 


bottom with graft.” 
- The President was short of 
farm laborers, stated Baldwin. 
Thus, “Every man who is unable 
to produce a statement of 
employment is being accused of 
vagabondage and, in this year of 
our Lord 1939, impressed into 
jail service ... or permitted to 
leave to harvest coffee" on 
Somoza s plantations. 
- In May, 1939, Somoza had 
made a state visit to Washington, 
where he was royally received 
by President Franklin Roosevelt. 
While on that trip, wrote Bald­ 
win, Somoza received “a total of 
$145,000 from the coffers of the 
state." This, it must be remem­ 
bered, was during a time of 
world .depression. After his 
return from the United States, 
cabled Baldwin, Somoza 
"shamelessly exploited the 
prestige accruing from his 
reception there as representing 
assurances of direct support 
from the American govern­ 
ment.” 
- Ambassador Nicholson 
found Somoza personally repug­ 
nant, his cables reveal. Although 
Somoza was a man of “pleasing 
personality,” wrote the am­ 
bassador, he is “without stability 
of opinion as to anything foreign 
to his selfish aims .... Culturally 
he is a cipher, but he is clever 
enough to hide his deficiencies.... 
It may be said that he sees in de­ 
mocracy only a device for the 
easy domination of his country, 
with abundant opportunities for 
plunder to the strains of the na­ 
tional anthem .... His anecdotal 
range is limited to smutty stories 
which he relates with keen en­ 
joyment .... President Somoza’s 
vanity is expressed in the rather 
gaudy uniform he wears on all 
occasions, even at private din­ 
ners. It cannot be denied that his 
warrior's harness is becoming...” 
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ONE TEST OF 
NUCLEAR CONTROLS

Hie United States is taking a 
gamble by exporting more 
nuclear fuel to India for electric 
power generation. Last month, 
the Nuclear Regulatory Com­ 
mission approved the sale of 
more than 10 tons of enriched 
uranium to the Indian gover­ 
nment, and recently, the NRC 
concluded 
hearings 
into 
another, 
larger sale. The 
transaction will be a vital test 
for the new international rules 
that now govern nuclear fuel 


In the past, India proved to be 
a devious customer. It used 
atomic fuel supplied by the U.S. 
for peaceful purposes to build 
India’s first atomic bomb ex­ 
ploded in 1974. 
Since 
the 
Indian nuclear 
explosion of 1974, however, 
world suppliers have agreed on 
ground rules for future atomic 
fuel sales. The agreement was 
concluded in February, and it 
requires sellers and customers 
to follow International Atomic 
Energy. Agency safeguards in 
transportation and use. For 
example, recipients from India 
must agree not to convert fuel to 
explosives. They also are 
prohibited from selling to third 
parties not bound by the IAEA 
regulations. 
The agreement carries weight 
because it was signed by the 
world’s 
major 
nuclear 
ex­ 
porters: the U.S., Soviet Russia, 
Britain, France, West Germany, 
Japan and Canada. Whether the 
rules can be enforced remains to 
be seen. The Indian sale would 
be only one test.

The Pretty American: 
Anti-U.S. European Socialists 
in election trouble because their 
people are for us 


LONDON— A funny thing 
happened to me on the way to 
the typewriter. I tarried a 
moment at Hyde Park’s famed 
speaker’s corner near Marble 
Arch. A black Jamaican with a 
red flag was haranguing a large 
crowd. They’re British. So they 
were polite, as the Stalinist era 
orator 
denounced 
U.S. 
“capitalist imperialism” and 
roared for all of us billionaires to 
be sent to Mars. 
Then he got onto attacking our 
alleged exploitation of racial 
minorities. From the crowd 
came a roaring American voice. 
Sharply the voice split the air 
and the crowd. The American, 
attacking the Communist soap 
boxer, shouted he lived in the 
South. Proudly, he said he was 
from Georgia, U.S.A. He lived in 
tobacco country. He felt free. He 
had served under Gen. Mark 
Clark in World War II. He had 
fought the Nazis. 
And what of the great 
Southern 
universities, 
the 
American asked. What of the 
Mack mayor of Atlanta? 
I edged closer to the angry 
American. I removed my dark 
glasses. My jacket, too. If push 
came to shove, I can still hit, 
especially in a crowd. 
It was then we noticed the 
American and his wife were 
Mack. Shoulder to shoulder we 
roared. Soon the crowd was with 
us. Some Mack. Some white. For 
the first time at Marble Arch a 
soap boxer was silenced. For the 
first time I heard America 
defended in that Red corner. 
The small American group 
shook hands all around. And I 
made it to the typewriter. 
In a sense, it has been thus all 
through Europe. The people are 
with us. Millions see the United 
States as freedom’s last port of 
call. On the European continent 
they see the Soviets’ operation 
first hand. The people here are 
startled that some Americans 
still cling to detente. They rally 
to us despite what one very 
highly 
placed 
European 
government official reports as 
the most skilled, most heavily 
financed, most electronicized, 
most bribe-filled anti-American 
campaign ever run by the 
Soviets. 
My source said he wouldn’t be 
surprised 
if, 
at a critical 
moment, the secretly linked, 
powerful Communist unions of 
Europe called a continental 
general strike to crush the free 
West’s economy. 
But the free peoples are still 
with us. In Portugal, for 
example, only 80 or 90 accepted 
1975 Fourth of July celebration 
invitations sent by Ambassador 
Frank 
Carlucci, 
one 
of 
America’s finest envoys. 
But this year, 1976, invitations 
were accepted by over 800 
important 
Portuguese. 
This 
despite what is believed to be a 
Soviet 
Counter-campaign 
costing well over a hundred 
million dollars in two years. And 
we walked the streets of Faro, 
Lisbon, Estoril and Oporto. 
There we saw the Portuguese 
youth wearing sweatshirts with 
American slogans - and the 
names of U.S. universities. 
In a Hamburg (Germany) 
street 
res|purant, 
a 
newly 
y married couple, in their late 20s, 


asked us how things were in the 
U.S. and Canada. Why? Because 
they believe the Soviets soon 
would be sweeping across the 
Federal Republic of Germany 
on the Red Army march to the 
sea -- the Atlantic. So the couple 
were planning to migrate. 
There is a German national 
election upcoming this fall. 
German 
Chancellor 
Helmut 
Schmidt is quietly telling his 
people they can count on the 
Americans. That he has a 
guarantee 
some 
200,000. 
American soldiers will stay on 
and on in West German basest 
Yet, many in Schmidt’s Socialist 
party 
leadership 
bad-mouth 
America, seek a concordat with 
East Europe and U.S.S.R. itself. 
Why should we be watching on 
the Rhine if German leaders, 
many of whom were Hitler 
“Jugend,” woo the East bloc 
and Moscow which are one and 
the same thing? 
Further, many top German 
labor leaders are anti-American 
though their rank and file isn’t. 
Leaders of their national labor 
federation (DGB), of their huge 
metal workers union, and 
others, sneer at the U.S. and 
quietly woo the Russians. Why 
should American troops be in 
the heart of Germany during 
these 
days 
of 
Ostpolitik 
(cooperating 
with the East 
politically, meaning the whole 
Brezhnev Communist bloc) ? 
Few Americans realize how 
many U.S. jobs are killed by 
German competition dumping 
their vehicles and other hard 
imports into our country. The 
West 
German 
Republic’s 
Socialist 
leaders 
(now con­ 
trolling the government and 
fighting; for their political lives) 
aren’t the only Socialists in 
Europe who bad-mouth us and 
swashbuckle into the American 
auto 
market, 
for example. 
There is the Swedish Social 
Democratic party. Most of its 
rank and file are pro-American. 
But the leaders who run the 
government such as Prime 
Minister Olof Palme appear to 
loathe us. But these leaders also 
want our army to stay in 
Europe. Why should we? Why 
help protect Sweden whose 
government officially is allied 
with the Sweden Communist

legislature? 
After four decades in power, 
the Swedish Socialists’ gover­ 
nment is in trouble.

That truth is often stranger than fiction can easily be 
verified by reading the press these days. No mystery 
story writer can hope to compete with the bizare and 
altogether gruesome story of the Mafia and the alleged 
CIA plot to murder Fidel Castro. The tale even has a 
femme fatale, Judith Campbell Exner, who revealed that 
she had a “close, personal” relationship with the 
assassinated President Kennedy from 1960 to 1962, at the 
very same time when she was a “friend” of two gen­ 
tlemen by the names of Sam “Momo” Giancana and 
Johnny Roselli. 
“Momo” Giancana didn’t live very long after Ms.

The drum had 
been weighted down with heavy chains to make sure that 
the body would never be found. 
All of which brings to mind a goodly number of 
questions. How come three people, all known to and 
known by Ms. Exner (could there be more we don’t know 
about?) died violent deaths? We know who killed 
President Kennedy — but why? And why were Giancana 
and Roselli killed? Who killed them, and for what 
reason? And isn’t it rather interesting that the killer of 
Lee Harvey Oswald, who murdered the President, had 
strong Mafia ties, even as Giancana and Roselli? 
At the time of his death, Roselli was appealing a U.S. 
Immigration Department action to deport him to Italy. 
His appeal was based on his contention that it would 
expose his life to danger by the Communists. 
It is time that a new criminal investigating team be 
assigned to reopen the investigation of the assassination 
of President Kennedy and pick up where the Warren 
Commission left off. There are too many unanswered 
questions.

Founded in Zen 
Buddhism and long practiced 
for its spiritual value, it is also 
a source of good manners in 
private Japanese life. 
The ritual includes the proper 
way to walk, turn around, sit, 
handle drinking and eating 
utensils, bow, and many other 
forms of behavior prescribed 
by the 'strict code of etiquette 
for polite society in the Orient. 
; “It is true that young peopl? 
in Japan today lack knowledge 
in etiquette, but that is because 
there is so little opportunity to 
learn or use it in the home,” 
said Mrs. Shiozuki as she re­ 
laxed in a rattan chair in the 
spacious, carpeted lobby to her 
tea ceremony school. “Today’s 
parents grew up in the World 
War n years when there were 
few chances to learn this eti­ 
quette.” 
Mr s . Shiozuki, however, 
comes from an illustrious fami­ 
ly whose ties to tradition have 
transcended wars and the com­ 
ing of Western ways. 
Her father, Soshitsu Sen, is 
the 14th generation of the fami­ 
ly that founded the Ura Senke 
Tea ceremony, the most promi­ 
nent of various styles, with an 
estimated five million follow­ 
ers. 
Her brother, also taking the 
name Soshitsu Sen, now holds 
the venerable position that in­ 
cludes among its privileges per­ 
forming the tea ceremony for 
visiting state guests. 
Mrs. Shiozuki’s name became 
—« household word with the pub- 
Ticatipn in 1970 of her best-sell­ 
er “A Guide to Ceremonies,” 
which gives step-by-step in­ 
structions for weddings, funer­ 
als and other formal occasions.

POINT PLEASANT, W. Va. 
(AP) — Many people might 
look at the Point Pleasant Reg­ 
ister’s battered old linotype and 
simply see an outdated ma­ 
chine. But not Flo Smith. 
She can see the most impor­ 
tant scenes of her life reflected 
in the dusty relic. 
“I broke in on this machine 
back in 1917,” she said recently 
while seated at the keyboard of 
the ancient, gas-operated li­ 
notype, or typesetting machine. 
“I operated it better than 35

She rubbed her hand across 
the keys and let her memory 
go back. There was the faint 
sound of martial music and 
then came the doughboys, 
marching off to World War I 
and “up the hill to Kaiser Bill.” 
“They would march down to

There remains one unavoi­ 
dable fact in the tests: Viking’s 
organic analysis Instrument has 
found no organic matter in two 
samples of Mars soil. This 
bodes ill for the discovery of 
life, because on earth all living 
things produce organic matter. 
“It won’t be possible to estab­ 
lish a biological interpretation 
if we fail to find organic mate­ 
rial on Mars,” Horowitz said. 
The results reported Wednes­ 
day came from the second run­ 
ning of a test to determine 
whether living things in a soil 
sample are taking carbon from 
the atmosphere to use as food 
or for growth. 
On its first run, the ex­ 
periment reported that some­ 
thing in the soil was using a 
small amount of carbon. 
To test whether the activity 
was due to something living, 
another sample of identical soil 
was heat-sterilized to kill any 
life. 
When the experiment was 
done on the sterilized soil, said 
Horowitz, the results showed 
little or no carbon taken from 
the atmosphere. 
One conclusion could be that 
living organisms were active in 
the first test but were killed off 
by the sterilization. 
But “since the signal is com­ 
ing from a world that is still 
poorly understood ,” said Horo­ 
witz, it might be that a chem­ 
ical process not due to life in 
the first test was halted by the 
sterilizing heat.

Depression is 
only a symptom

DEAR DR. LAMB - Your 
column on depression remind­ 
ed me of my late mother who 
died in 1950. She had been to 
many doctors. My father, at a 
calculated risk, undermined 
her confidence in the 
diagnostic ability of her own 
doctor. Her doctors all 
prescribed “rest and relax­ 
ation.” Many months passed 
while she experienced symp­ 
toms of fatigue like the lady 
you wrote about. In about two 
weeks Dad’s doctor made his 
diagnosis and a biopsy con­ 
firmed Hodgkin’s disease. 
Based on this I would take 
issue with your statement that 
if the lady had already had 
several examinations, it was 
unlikely she had a disease but 
rather a depression. Mom’s 
doctors did not pick up her dis- 
0386. 
DEAR READER - Most 
people think their doctor is 
great but are not so sure about 
those 
o th e r 
d o cto rs. 
Diagnoses are missed. Even 
with all the best tools of 
modern medicine at hand the 
diagnosis is not always easy. 
Your m other’s case of 
Hodgkin’s disease may have 
finally progressed to the point 
that swollen glands were 
large enough to be felt or seen 
on an X ray, thereby making it 
easier to make a diagnosis. 
Time permits a disease to 
become more evident. A fever 
of unknown origin may be 
easily explained after a 
typical rash develops. Quite 
frankly, medicine is not as 
easy in some cases as TV 
shows might lead one to 
believe.

These 
included Hodgkin’s disease,

ea se), 
liver disease, 
emphysema and several 
others. Now all of these can’t 
be right. What does this 
mean? It means that chronic 
fatigue is a symptom, not a 
diagnosis. 
You can have fatigue from 
emphysema. I was particular­ 
ly struck With an Air Force of­ 
ficer who had decreased exer­ 
cise capacity and had a long 
history of trouble in physical 
performance but was not 
diagnosed. He actually had 
emphysema and because of 
his inability to increase ox­ 
ygen to his body was limited 
as to how much work he would 
do. 
Depression is one of many 
causes for fatigue. When a 
fairly complete examination 
fails to reveal any evidence of 
disease of any organ system it 
must be included as one of the 
possibilities. Often it is the 
real cause. My point remains 
that unexplained fatigue is 
orten a manifestation of 
depression and a complete 
evaluation of the symptom of 
fatigue requires consideration 
of depression as a possible 
cause. Psychiatrists do not 
make such a diagnosis just 
because the other physicians 
found no disease but rather on 
the basis of a competent 
review of the patient’s symp­ 
toms and life situation.

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The Korean incident 
Pruning of tree brought crisis situation to Asia 


(ED ITO R’S NOTE - The 
pruning of a tree in one of the 
world’s most tense places — 
Panmunjom in Korea — has 
brought a new crisis situation 
to Asia with American and 
South Korean military forces 
on precautionary alert. Here is 
how it began one sultry morn­ 
ing last week.)

SEO UL, South Korea (AP) - 


A hot sun beat down that morn­ 
ing last Wednesday, sending 
the temperature to nearly 90 
degrees in the mountain-ringed 
bowl that is the Panmunjom 
truce village in Korea’s demili­ 
tarized zone. 
A United Nations Command 
work party led by two Ameri­ 
can Army officers had begun 
its assignment for the day — 
prune a Normandy poplar tree 
whose branches obstructed ob­ 
servation of two checkpoints. 


A short time later the two 
U.S. officers were dead, their 
bodies “ battered beyond recog­ 
nition,” according to the U.N. 
Command, by North Korean 
military guards wielding axes 
and pikes. 
The clash raised tensions on 
this divided peninsula to their 
highest 
since 
North 
Korea 
seized the U.S.S. Pueblo in 
1968. 
U.S. 
and 
South 
Korean 
forces, buttressed by the de- 


ployment of several squadrons 
of American warplanes, were 
placed on precautionary alert. 
The U.S. carrier Midway and 
her 75 aircraft left Japan for an 
undisclosed 
destination, 
but 
sources in Washington said she 
was headgi for Korean waters. 
North Korea put its armed 
forces on combat alert on or­ 
ders of President Kim Il-sung 
in Pyongyang. 
The whole affair began in­ 
nocently enough, U.S. officials 


claim, when the U.N. Com­ 
mand work party began trimm­ 
ing the tree near the Bridge of 
No Return which leads into the 
North Korean sector of the 
DMZ. 
The 
clash 
that 
followed 
brought the first killings ever 
committed in the joint security 
area since the end of the Ko­ 
rean war, 23 years ago. 
U.S. and South Korean au­ 
thorities here gave this ac­ 
count: 


Two North Korean officers 
and nine enlisted men ap­ 
proached the work party at 
10:40 a.m., asking what was 
happening to the tree. A North 
Korean lieutenant, identified as 
Pak Choi, watched the pruning 
for 10 or 15 minutes, then sud­ 
denly 
ordered 
the 
work 
stopped. The U.S. officer in 
charge, Capt. Arthur Bonifas, 
33, of Newburgh, N.Y., told his 
South Korean civilian workers 
to continue. 


Angered, the North Korean 
officer sent a runner across the 
bridge and he came back with 
reinforcements, boosting their 
number to about 30. 
Lt. 
Pak 
slipped 
off 
his 
wristwatch, a U.S. official said, 
carefully 
wrapped 
a 
white 
handkerchief around it and de­ 
posited it in a trouser pocket. 
Shouting “ K ill!” in Korean, he 
struck Bonifas in the back. 
Knocked to the ground, the 
American officer was “ beaten 
to 
ath by five North Korean 
guards.” 
A South Korean worker was 
quoted as saying later in a 
newspaper interview that a 
Communist guard seized an ax 
from a worker and hacked Bo­ 
nifas on the head and shoulder. 
Lt. Mark Barrett, 25, of Colum-

bia, S.C., was slain in a similar 
manner, 
a 
U.S. 
spokesman 
said. 
The U.N. Command later pro­ 
duced a sequence of 15 photo­ 
graphs taken with a telephoto 
lens in an effort to show that 
the North Koreans’ specific tar­ 
gets were Bonifas and Barrett. 
The South Korean civilians 
escaped unharmed and the out­ 
numbered U.S. and South Ko­ 
rean soldiers, some injured by 
metal pikes and billy clubs, ran 
to the nearest U.N. position. 
The two officers died from 
massive head wounds, U.S. offi­ 
cials said after the bodies were 
recovered. Three days later, as 
tensions heightened along the 
151-mile-long 
DMZ, 
another 
U.N. work party returned and 
cut down the poplar. Late Sat­ 
urday North Korea charged 
that was a grave new m ilitary 
provocation. 
Panmunjom is the only sector 
in the DMZ where American 
forces are stationed. Serving as 
the permanent conference site 
for 
occasional 
North-South 
meetings, the cramped joint se­ 
curity zone of about 850 yards 
in diameter at times becomes 
an emotional pressure cooker. 
There have been numerous 
incidents of fist fights and oral 
abuse between the guards of 
the two sides. One of the ugliest 
was an attack on Maj. William 
D. Henderson, who suffered a 
fractured larynx after being 
kicked by North Korean guards 
on June 30, 1975. 
A U.S. diplomat said the 
North Korean guards are be­ 
lieved to be under standing or­ 
ders to use as much force as 
possible to “ dominate and in­ 
timidate” American and South 
Korean guards. 
Elsewhere along the DMZ 
over the years there have been 
more than 2,000 shooting in­ 
cidents 
in which nearly 50 
American soldiers and more 
than 450 South Koreans were 
killed. But until the slaying of 
the two officers Wednesday, the 
number of fatal confrontations 
had fallen off in recent years. 
The 
2‘2-mile 
wide 
DMZ 
across the waist of the penin­ 
sula is a souvenir of the 1950-53 
Korean war which took a toll of 
54,000 of the 5.7 million Ameri­ 
cans involved. 
North Korean troops, backed 
by Soviet-made tanks, launched 
an all-out, surprise invasion’ 
across the 38th Parallel on Sun­ 
day morning June 25, 1950, 
touching off the war. 
South Koreans deserted Seoul 
in three days and were pushed 
south to Pusan where they 
stopped the onrush with the 
help of U.N. forces under Gen. 
Douglas A. Mac Arthur. After 
the U.N. forces pushed north, 
the Chinese Communists inter­ 
vened in the fall of 1950 and 
both sides agreed to start talks 
for a cease-fire. 
The 
armistice negotiations 
began in October 1951 and after 
more than 500 meetings, an ar­ 
mistice agreement was signed 
on Ju ly 27, 1953. 
The tree-pruning incident has 
brought new attention to the 
Korean problem and the pres­ 
ence here of about 41,000 U.S. 
military personel. 
The clash also came at a 
time when President Chung 
Hee Park of South Korea has 
been using the threat of attack 
from the North to quell political 
dissidence. A 1975 presidential 
decree bans virtually all oppo­ 
sition to Park’s government. 
The 
North-South 
situation 
was not always tense. In 1972, 
Park and Kim 
Il-Sung an­ 
nounced 
talks 
on 
eventual 
reunification 
of 
North 
and 
South, but the meetings soon 
bogged down after North Korea 
demanded that Park scrap his 
anti-Communist laws. 
In November, 1974, tensions 
heightened again when South 
Korea announced the discovery 
of “ invasion” tunnels beneath 
the DMZ. With the fall of In­ 
dochina last year, North Korea 
took a more belligerent stance 
toward the South. 
Kim went to Peking seeking 
Chinese Communist support but 
the response was lukewarm in 
the face of the new contacts be­ 
tween China and the United 
States. 


The snarp denunciations of 
the Panmunjom killings last 
week by the United States and 
Park’s threat to retaliate swift­ 
ly in the event of another in­ 
cident 
coupled 
with 
North 
Korea’s m ilitary alert raised 
the question in some quarters 
whether a new war is possible. 
South Korea enjoys numer­ 
ical superiority, with 625,000 
military personnel out of its 35 
million 
people. 
But 
North 
Korea, with 467,000 soldiers out 
of a population of 15.9 million, 
has more than twice the num­ 
ber of aircraft — 588 to 216. 


With the U.S. troops and their 
advance tactical weapons in 
South Korea, the likelihood of 
war diminishes, some observ­ 
ers said.

Pruning o f tree brought crisis situation to Asia 


(ED ITO R’S NOTE - The 
pruning of a tree in one of the 
world's most tense places — 
Panmunjom in Korea — has 
brought a new crisis situation 
to Asia with American and 
South Korean military forces 
on precautionary alert. Here is 
how it began one sultry morn­ 
ing last week.)

A hot sun beat down that morn­ 
ing last Wednesday, sending 
the temperature to nearly 90 
degrees in the mountain-ringed 
bowl that is the Panmunjom 
truce village in Korea's demili­ 
tarized zone. 
A United Nations Command 
work party led by two Ameri­ 
can Army officers had begun 
its assignment for the day — 
prune a Normandy poplar tree 
whose branches obstructed ob­ 
servation of two checkpoints. 


A short time later the two 
U.S. officers were dead, their 
bodies “ battered beyond recog­ 
nition,” according to the U N 
Command, by North Korean 
military guards wielding axes 
and pikes.

The U.S. officer in 
charge, Capt. Arthur Bonifas, 
33, of Newburgh, N.Y., told his 
South Korean civilian workers 
to continue. 


Angered, the North Korean 
officer sent a runner across the 
bridge and he came back with 
reinforcements, boosting their 
number to about 30.
